A PROCLAMATION 
BY 
THE PRESIDENT OF THE UNITED STATES 


White Cane Safety Day, 1969 


That blindness ts a tragedy 1s known to 
all men. That courage and determination 
can held the blind to transcend that trag- 
edy ts not nearly as well known. 


A symbol of the blind person's deter- 
mination to help himself and to live a 
normal life ts the white cane. More than 
a traveling aid for blind people, the 
familiar white cane has become--to those 
who can see--a reminder of the tremendous 
strides which have been made by the blind 
in adjusting to the world of sight. 


A blind man or woman using a white cane 
can travel with greater confidence and 
safety on the Natton's streets. Thts con- 
fidence ts reflected in other activities, 
such as education and employment, where 
the blind can make needed and highly valued 
contributions. Thus, the white cane helps 
the blind person to help himself by tin- 
creasing the range of hts activities. 


To make our citizens more fully aware 
of the stgnificane of the white cane, and 
of the need for motorists to exercise 
caution and courtesy when approaching its 
bearer, the Congress, by a jotnt resolu- 
tion, approved October 6, 1964 (78 Stat. 
1003), has authorized the Prestdent to 
issue annually a proclamation designating 
October 15 as White Cane Safety Day. 


NOW, THEREFORE, I RICHARD NIXON, Prest- 
dent of the United States of America, do 
hereby proclaim October 15, 1969, as White

Professor Marshall McLuhan, charlatan that he 
may appear to some, certainly has alegto stand on in 
his basic thesis that societies are shaped more by 
their media than by the content of those media, What 
we see on the telly is like the raw meat used by the 
burglar to distract the watchdog. Three-fourths of the 
world watched, live, as those ‘‘white penguins’’ hopped 
around on the moon last month. Electric circuitry, 
such as TV, and computers, has changed the world 
(and its relation to the moon) more than anything we 
have seen on it. - 

The Foggy Bottom News is not like a daily news- 
paper that you cuddle up with and become rather com- 
pletely engrossed in--it’s too short and infrequent for 
that,--a flash in the pan.
